After graduating Miss Younie didn’t 
get a permanent positions the depress¬ 
ion v s on then and work in business 
houses was very hard xo get. 

In 1935 she was admitted, with 99 
other students to the Normal School. 
There was an over supply of students 
at the time and consequently the num¬ 
ber- being admitted was limited. 

Miss Younie enjoys teaching. When 
she was living in the country she 
found life very interesting; it was 
unlike anything to which she had been 
accustoned. Sim learned to ride horse- 
vack and had plenty of opportunities 
to indulge in one 0 . her favorite 
forms of excercise-walking. In Camrose 
Miss younie has become a member of the 
Business and Professional "’/omen's Club.
